Is Off On Stormy Voyage 
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NEW YORK (AP)—Negotiations 
in New York’s 50-day newspaper 
Strike resumed briefly Monday as 
a prelude to face-to-face peace 
talks Tuesday. 
Mayor Robert F. Wagner kept 
publishers and striking printers 
at City Hall for less than three 
hours, in contrast with marathon 
sessions last week that lasted as 
much as 18 hours. 
He talked separately with the 
two sides. Then he dismissed 
them and announced Tuesday’s 
face-to-face meeting. 
Earlier in the day there had 
been a report that the publishers 
were giving ground in the face of 
the eight-week printers strike. 
This was promptly denied by the 
F\taiiahers Association of New 
York, which said. “The report of 
a new offer by the publishers to 
New York Typographical Local 
is incorrect.” 
Printers were averaging about 
*141 a week in wages before the 
strike began Dec. 8. The walkout 
led to the dosing: of all nine ma­ 
jor New York dailies, with a nor­ 
mal daily areolation of 5l/» mil­ 
lion copies. Some 20,000 persons 
were thrown out of work. 
In Cleveland the city’s two 
newspapers, the morning Plain 
dealer and the afternoon Press 
and News, remained dosed for 
the 67th day as a fifth union, the 
machinists, joined a strike there.

Aiken said he personally is "not 
entirely satisfied with the man­ 
ner In which the release waa 
issued.” This comment came Mon­ 
day. 
“But,” he told reporters, “that 
is now water over the dam, and 
we hope that it will have no last­ 
ing effects on our relations with 
Canada.” 
He said Rusk had assumed full 
responsibility fix' the issuance af 
a release which brought a charge 
from Canadian Prime Minister 
John Diefenbaker that the United 
States was interfering in Canada's 
internal affairs.

Uniformity Of Assessment 
Monroe Ranks 16th* 
In Chamber Survey 


VARIATIONS In property tax 
assessments among taxing dis* 
tricts within the same county 
create inequities in tax burdon, 
according to the Pennsylvania 
State Chamber of Commerce. 
The Chamber released yester­ 
day a study In which 66 Penn­ 
sylvania counties (Philadelphia 
excluded) were compared ac­ 
cording to the degree of unifor­ 
mity of assessment levels for 
school districts within the coun­ 
ty. Monroe County ranked 16th 
on the Chamber’s scale. 
The ratio of 
1961. assessed 
value to actual value was 35 
percent for Monroe, and the ra­ 
tio of the assessed value to m ar­ 
ket value was 42.3 percent. 
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Bordering Counties 
Northampton County had an 
assessed to actual ratio of 60 
percent, and an assessed to m ar­ 
ket value ratio of 60.5 percent. 
Pike County had an assessed 
to market value ratio of 27.9 
percent, and the other figures 
were not available for 1961. 
Wayne County had a 26 7 per­ 
cent assessed vs. market value 
ratio and is a third class county. 
Carbon County has an assessed 
value ratio of 40 percent, and 
assessed to market ratio of 41.7 
percent. Lackawanna, a 
third 
class county, had an assessed to 
market ratio of 34.2 percent. 
In another assessment, with 
absolute uniformity of OOO, the 
uniformity of county-wide as­ 
sessment ratios with the value of 
school districts within the coun­ 
ty varies as follows: 
Monroe, 044; 
Carbon, 
058; 
Northampton. 060; Wayne, 090; 
and Pike. 105. 
The Chamber used the mn:.t 
recent report of the State Tax 
Equalization Board to compare 
the ratio of assessment—i.e., the 
percentage of market vulue at 
which property is assessed for 
county tax purposes — for each 
school district in the county to 
the ratio for the county as 
•whole. 
Counties in which the 
school district ratios fluctuated 
widely were ranked poorest In 
uniformity; counties with nar 


row fluctuation 
ranked 
best. 
Perfect uniformity, the Chamber 
conceded, is a goal impossible to 
achieve in practice. 
Counties are required to as­ 
sess all properties at the same 
percentage of market value. The 
State Tax Equalisation Board 
makes continued comparisons of 
assessments and the prices for 
which properties actually are 
sold and annually reports the as­ 
sessment ratio for each school 
district in every county in the 
state. Thus, the STEB’s annual 
report, according to the Cham' 
ber, provides a means of mea 
Suring the counties’ success, or 
lack of it, in achieving unifor­ 
mity among the different school 
districts. This in turn is held to 
be an indicator of the amount 
of uniformity likely to be found 
among particular properties

In 
fact, there may have been several major 
“breakthroughs” , though it will take 
time before that can be known with cer­ 
tainty. One is in the field of genetics, 
where the long-heralded breakdown of 
what the scientists call “ the genetic 
«ode” is firmly underway. This is prog­ 
ress of the utmost ‘significance, for the 
code dictates all growth and life func­ 
tions from the nucleus of every living 
cell. 


The medical achievements of 1962 
make up a lengthy list. A few examples: 
A drug capable of curing a virus dis-

ease was discovered for the first time. 
Progress was made toward solving the 
very difficult problems connected with 
medical transplants—that is, replacing 
worn and diseased human parts with 
those of another person. There were de­ 
velopments in methods of stimulating 
failing hearts. And more work was done 
in drug development directed at cancer. 
No one drug proved completely success­ 
ful, but several may point the way 
toward possible breakthroughs in this 
field. 


So, in 1962, as in other years, Ameri­ 
can medical science continued to stride 
ahead. And it did it in a climate of 
freedom that brings out the best in the 
doctors, researchers, and other scien­ 
tists concerned. 


Why Not Educate Women? 


Our women are quite capable of de­ 
fending themselves. But lest they think 
we don’t care, let us issue a ringing de­ 
nial to the allegation of French-born 
historian Jacques Barzun that we Amer­ 
icans waste thousands of dollars on 
“ the higher education of women who 
never contribute anything to society.” 
Ju st how does one measure the con­ 
tribution of any individual, male or 
female, to society? Surely not just in 
the terms of books published, research 
done, students taught, profits made, 
philanthropies endowed, etc. 


What about the intellectual guidance 


and inspiration quietly given sons and 
daughters who gain fame or make di­ 
rect, identifiable contributions to soci­ 
ety? What about the companionship and

very un-Puntan spending on a 
constantly rising standard of 
ttvfc*.

Australia and other 
western countries. 
(2) The Communist rulers of 
Cuba are desperately in need 
of new revenue sources, awing 
to the loss of the highly lucra­ 
tive U. S. sugar and tobacco 
markets, and the steady decline 
of Cuban sugar production due 
to incompetence, 
mismanage­ 
ment and waste. 
(3) Opium could easily be 
snuggled to all parts of the 
Western Hemisphere, to under­ 
write subversion, guerrilla op­ 
erations and revolts. 
In recent months, U.S. nar­ 
cotics agents have been coping 
with an increased traffic to 
heroin from Mexico. These nar­ 
cotics have been traced to Red 
China, which Blipped them to 
Cuba from where they were 
smuggled to Mexico.

In Its broadest sense, func­ 
tional fatigue may be called 
“ mental” 
fatigue 
arnee 
the 
cause is In the mind, not the 
body. Fun t tonal fatigue is our 
greatest problem because (I) it 
is the most common form of 
fatigue, and (2) most of us 
either do not reeograze 
the 
cause or refuse to reoogn-ze it. 
Some canes of functional fa­ 
tigue may be rooted in rela­ 
tively complex emotional prob­ 
lems. But observation and ex­ 
periment have shown that by 
far the greatest cause of fatigue 
a simply boredom. 
The effects of boredom are 
insidious. Boredom breeds poor 
living habits. Mony people smoke 
not because of the pleasure it 
braise them but because tig* ac­ 
tion distracts them from bore­ 
dom. Others find a similar es­ 
cape in eating. 
They have in-between snacks. 
Coffee and cake, Candies. Late 
night sandwiches. 
Weakening Effect* 
A vicious eyrie is established. 
Soon, excess pounds hang hea­ 
vily on these indrvtduaLs, invit­ 
ing more fatigue and, perhaps, 
•oms af the serious ailments 
that 
come 
with overweight. 
What s more, because they are 
bored, they are “ too exhausted” 
for exercise. They become in­ 
creasingly inactive. Their re­ 
sistance to infection is lowered. 


Up to about toe age af fixity, 
most of us have no trouble with 
fatigue. We have enormous re­ 
serves ai energy and generally 
lead such active lives (hat we 
are not usually afflicted with 
boredom, af Slough young peo­ 
ple are certainly not immune 
to fatigue when to the throes 
of severe emotional storms. 
But an overwhelming num­ 
ber of us wil become victims 
of increasing fatigue as we ap­ 
proach our mkkBe and older 
years. The cause to most cases 
will be boredom ar something 
closely allied to it, such as 
Ione! meas. 
Work Bads Boreism 
Considering fatigue in older 
persons,

Klumpp, one of toe nation s 
foremost authorities on prob­ 
lems of toe aging and a mem­

“There to no reliable correla­ 
tion between how hard a per­ 
son works and the degree of 
hie fatigue, lf anything, fatigue 
to older people, as we have 
noted, is seen more commonly 
among those who don’t have 
enough to do . . . Their fatigue, 
therefore, has its origin to bore­ 
dom, loss of incentive and in­ 
terest. 
“ Over and over again, when 
a crisis arnee or something of

lose their fatigue."

This 
disquieting information is known 
to the President, 
Secretaries 
Rusk and McNamara and other 
authorities — who have not 
said one word about it while 
at the same time trying to soft- 
pedal the extent and gravity of 
the Soviet military build-up in 
Cuba. 
U. S. military authorities are 
deeply disturbed by the discov­ 
ery ct these latest missile in­ 
stallations because of serious 
doubts this casts on the effec­ 
tiveness of our reconnaissance 
and surveillance operations. 
The presence of these addi­ 
tional SS-N-1 missiles was not 
uncovered until the U-2 photo­ 
graph disclosed them. In other 
words, these missiles w e r e 
brought into Cuba without being 
detected. As this column report­ 
ed on January 25, the Navy 
trailed three huge freighters 
that arrived In Cuba — Th# 
Semper#!, 
Michurinski 
mad 
Angantodes. 


The Navy's report on these 


vessels stated they carried a 
considerable amount of fission­ 
able material. 


Air photos at file unloading ct 
the vessels Blowed a number 
of huge crates that were han­ 
dled solely by Russian person­ 
nel. Cubans were excluded from 
the dock area during the unload­ 
ing. 
These reports contained no In­ 
formation about missiles. Not 
until the U-2 photographs were* 
processed, did the new missile 
sites come to light. 
Leaders of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee have been 
apprized ct these 
backstage 
facts. They are also studying 
certain reports in preparation 
with particular emphasis on the 
reason the Kennedy administra­ 
tion to persisting in trying ta 
play down the continuing mas­ 
sive bukd-up of Russian military 
strength in Cuba. 
Open B o o m — Maybe: There 
appears to be a good chance 
that newsmen will be admitted 
to sessions of the Ecumenical 
Council when it reconvenes in 
-September. That's what Auxil­ 
iary Bishop G. Emmett Carter, 
London, Ont., says Pope John 
indicated to him. The Canadian 
Prelate is telling Catholic bish­ 
ops that rn a discussion with the 
Pope, he told him. “ Many of 
us were not satisfied with the 
news service of the council.

Saw Lead Melt 
The 23-year-old Nicklaus, who 
mw bds own five-stroke lead melt 
away In the final round of the 
250,000 90-hole tournament on Sun­ 
day, coasted in to win the extra- 
rand duel by eight strokes and 
pick up the winner’s purse of 
29.000. 
Playing under a hot sun. and a 
gallery that often was noisy- and 
unruly. Nicklaus shot a 34-31—65 
and Player a 36-37—73 as they 
toured the par 36-35—71 Indian 
Wells Country Club course. 
The sturdy Nicklaus, from Co­ 
lumbus, Ohio, birdied the first 
hole to take a one-stroke lead, 
was two shots on front after nine 
and then watched, along with the 
gallery, in amazement, as Player 
took Ms soaring seven on the par 
4, 355-yard 12th hole. 
Finished Strong 
NWdaus concluded his brilliant 
alx under par performance with a 
birdie and an eagle on the last 
two holes as he successively holed 
35-foot putts. 
As Player’s horror unfolded en 
the 12th, he had personal contact 
wtlh three palm trees, a trap, and 
a nrdsaed putt. It started when Ms 
tee Shot landed under a low palm 
Ic the right side of the fairway. 
He had to stoop over to hit the 
ball, and when he did, it sailed 
acroas the fairway and came to 
rest ender another palm. 
Poor Gary had to hit the shot 
left-handed, and when he did the 
ball struck a third palm and 
bounced back 30 yards. He pitched 
into a trap but came out fairly 
well, 5 feet part the hole. Then 


he missed the putt. 
That left Player six strokes be­ 
hind, and holes were running out. 
Player, who had come from be­ 
hind to tie Nicklaus Sunday with 
a score of 345, collected $4,600 for 
second place, and his somewhat 
dubious record in playoff competi­ 
tion remained intact. He has now 
failed to win one in seven at­ 
tempts. 
Neophyte Pro 
Niieklaus. who has been a pro­ 
fessional a little more than a year, 
is 2-1 in the playoff department. 
His most famous victory was for 
the U.S. Open title in a playoff 
against Arnold Palmer last year.

“Then who would’ve thought it 
would’ve landed behind another 
tree?

leased by the Governor’s Commit­ 
tee of IOO For Better Education 
last week. 
. 
Like the seed catalogues an­ 
nouncing the approach of spring, 
the 25-page booklet is a harbing­ 
er af one af the major educational 
issues facing the 1963 legislature. 
The General Assembly of Penn­ 
sylvania has been groping with 
this issue for at least six years. 
Despite evidences of bipartisan 
support, however, the-legislature 
has been unable to reach a de­ 
cision. 
TTiis year, the support appears 
even stronger. Both parties en­ 
dorsed the two-year institutions in 
their campaign platforms 
and 
Gov. Scranton is expected to pre­ 
sent the proposition to the assem­ 
bly this month when he gives his 
education message. 
Potent Forces 
Still, there are potent forces op­ 
posed to community colleges, with 
strong arguments against estab­ 
lishment of a statewide system, 
There also is disagreement over 
the administration of such a sys­ 
tem, disagreement that could, in 
the end, prove more fatal than 
outright opposition to the system 
itself. 
The old Governor’s Committee 
on Education—Father of the pres­ 
ent Committee of IOO—estimated 
that community colleges could en­ 
roll about 79,000 students by the 
end of the decade. 
This would be part of a total 
higher education enrollment of 
300,000, representing about 43 per 
cent of the college-age population 
of Pennsylvania 
Separate studies of the 1956 and 
1959 high school graduating class­ 
es showed about 27 per cent going

Other forms af post-high school 
education raises to over half the 
56 class taking some form of 
post-graduate training.

In 1950, the commission sur­ 
veyed about 10,000 of the 100,000 
’56 graduates at the present time 
of a follow-up survey of 5,000 
graduates. 
27 Percent Attending 
Preliminary data on this new 
’56 sampling shows 27 per cent 
going to college, 4 per cent to 
business school, 3 per cent to 
trade school, 4 per cent to nurs­ 
ing school, 4 per cent to combina­ 
tions of these full-time higher ed­ 
ucation institutions and ll per 
cent taking partime training in 
college and non-college courses 
The J9GC survey’s preliminary 
data showed 46 per cent of the 
’56 graduating class—43 per cent 
of the male seniors—took no post 
high school education or training 
The legislators no doubt will 
want to see what 
the 
survey 
shows about the 46 per cent of 
the ’58 class that didn’t go to 
some post high school institution 
They will want to determine 
what community colleges could 
provide for them and also for 
their classmates who did advance 
their education 
In this case, the final data— 
expected in about two months— 
may be revealing. The question­ 
naire sent out to the some 5,000 
graduates was designed to probe 
deeply into the activities of this 
group, asking information on em­ 
ployment, education, Sandal con- 


proposals are generating a lot of 
heat. At first glance, it might ap­ 
pear that the “top-to-bottom” cut 
in income taxes would save every­ 
body a lot of tax dollars. 
But, if you study the detailed 
tax message carefully, you w i l l 
see that simply isn’t so. If a new 
tax law were passed, exactly as 
proposed by the President, t h e 
major tax savings would go to 
people with very low income (the 
bulk of the voters in the country) 
and to people with very high in­ 
come (the big contributors to po­ 
litical parties.) 
Politically, it’s a d r e a m pro­ 
gram. Economically, it’s a night­ 
mare. 
Because of the President’s pro­ 
posals to "plug tax loopholes” by 
so-called reforms, middle-income 
people could very well end u p 
with little savings in i n c o m e 
taxes — or none at all. Middle- 
income people, of course, a r e 
those who are successful in their 
jobs or businesses and who are 
beginning to acquire (or at least 
trying to acquire) some wealth. 
We don’t have space here to de­ 
tail the foolishness of all the so­ 
called reforms. It’s a safe b e t 
that Congress will never approve 
all of them — especially t h o s e 
that would effectively limit 
in­ 
come tax deductions for s u c h 
things as charitable contributions, 
home real estate and mortgage in­ 
terest payments, etc. 
Nor will Congress approve 
of 
doing away with the dividend ex 
elusion and credit, if e n o u g h 
voters make enough noise. 
It can’t be stressed o f t e n 
enough that those two provisions 
of the present tax laws are not 
(repeat, NOT) “loopholes.” They 
simply provide some small relief 
from double taxation (first on cor­ 
porate profits, then on dividends 
paid) to stockholders. 
The outriders af the New Fron­ 
tier have unsuccessfully tried to 
do away with those provisions be­ 
fore. Their attempts f a i l e d , be­ 
cause enough investors put enough 
pressure on the lawgivers in the 
halls of Goneness. 
There are now some 17 million 
stockholders in this c o u n t r y . If 
enough of them write C o n gress, 
the dividend exclusion and credit 
might be increased (what a pleas­ 
ant thought) not eliminated. 
Your thoughts on “real l o o p ­ 
holes” being* left “wide open” by 
the President’s message are most 
interesting. He said nothing about 
certain “tax shelters” in w h i c h 
the most prominent families have 
socked away and increased hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars.
